Chamber Officials Will Con- 
fer on Project With Ship- 
ping Leaders. 


Officials of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce today will confer with local 
shipping leaders in an attempt to 
learn to what extent a 9-foot shipping 
channel from Mobile, Ala., to Rome 
would benefit Atlanta :commerce. The 
completion of such a system would 
place Atlanta 69 miles from a river 
port. 

John A. Fox, field representative 
of the Mississippi River Valley Asso- 
ciation, sponsor of the project, with 
Lachlan Maclevy arrived in Atlanta 
Thursday to place the matter before 
Atlanta in an effort to win the sup- 
port of this city for th. project. 

These men, together. with officers 
of the chamber of commerce, will meet 
heads of the Atlanta Freight Bureau 
and other shipping leaders today and 
will go over plans and. figures to de- 
termine what effect the construction 
of the 600-mile channel might have on 
Atlanta. 

In discussing the matter, Mr. Fox 
stated that the association already has 
the people of Mobile Selma. Mont- 
romery, Gadsden and Rome interested 
in the project, and said that they al- 
ready have raised a sum sufficient to 
provide for a thorough survey of the 
proposed route. 

It is the plan of the association to 
rush this survey to a completion, so 
it may present the matter before the 
proper federal government bodies in 
December. The matter first would 
‘have to be presented to the executive 
| board of review, Meeting approval 
there it next would go to the rivers 
and harbors committee and thence to 
the committee on ways and means 
through which the necessary appropri- 
ation would be made. 

Sponsors of the project contend that 
eosts for Atlanta shippers would be 
cut by more than one-third by com- 
pletion of the channel, since the less 
than 70 miles from here to Rome 
could be easily negotiated by highway 
or railway and then the freight could 
be Joaded on barges that will ply along 
the inland water route. 

The system would be similar to 
that now employed on the. Warrior 
river channel which penetrates to 
Birmingport, within a few miles of 
Birmingham, and gives city a 


that 
decided advantage in moving its own 
products and serving as a_ transfer 
point for commodities destined for 
other cities to the north and east. 
More than 1,500,000 tons of freight 
were moved over this route last year, 
Mr. Fox said. 

Mr. Fox came*here from a meeting 
in Montgomery, where it was decided 
to start the survey of the proposed 
route at once. Not only will engineers 
survey the Alabama and Coosa rivers, 
through which the channel would run, 
but businessmen will aid in the con- 
ducting of a survey to determine just 
how much freight would move over the 
water route were one opened, _. 

According to Mr, Fox, this report 
on potential tonnage tor the barges 
will play «2 great part in the decision 
of the government, since. it stands 
ready to build the system if it can 
be shown that sufficient tonnage 
awaits the completion of the work.

‘REDUCING THE NAVIES. 

The Hoover and MacDonald ac- 
tions to bring about a reduction of 
the naval armaments of the United 
States and Great Britain will be en- 
dorsed hopefully by economists and 
pacifists in both countries. The an- 
nouncéd suspension of new naval 
cruiser constructions in both coun- 
tries will avoid the waste of great 
sums of tax-wrung money if happily 
the nations within the year 
agree upon the just relations 
their navies the one to the other. 

There will be popular feeling, 
however, in both countries that 
neither shall be left in a crippled 
naval condition as compared with 
the other, and that the combined 
power of whatever navies both main- 
tain shall be adequate to defend, in 
any emergency, the rights and in- 
terests of the English-speaking peo- 
ples of the globe.

A month after the Battle of Water- 
loo, which detinitely ecliminated the 
Kagle from Europe, the king of the 
etherlands, Wilhelm J], conferred the 
title of Prince of Waterloo upon the 
Duke of Wellington. It was no empty 
title either. An annual rent of 20,000 
guilders went with it. This was in 
1815, Then in 1839 the Netherlands 
split up into two kingdoms, Holland 
and Belgium. The newly created state 
of Belgium in whose territory the 
town of Waterloo is located assumed 
the charge. Fhe new king of Belgium, 
| Leopold I of Saxon Cobourg, who 
wanted to show that he was even more 
generous than his predecessor, doubled 
the umount of the annual rent and 
raised it to 80,000 frances, gold francs 
of course. A century has passed. Bel- 
cium still pays its dues to the de- 
scendanis of the Duke of Wellington. 
The sum of 80,000 francs figures in 
each annual state budget. Only Bel- 
gium has stabilized its frane at three 
sous, The value of the franc has gone 
down more than 75 per cent. The 
result is that the descendants of the 
duke do not even get a hundred 
pounds sterling for their francs. ‘They 
get 80.000 francs, as ever, but

The Culpepper Tax Bill. 

The bill by Representative Culpep- 
per, of Fayette, to classify properties 
subject to ad valorem tax and gradu- 
ate the tax by the classifications, 
comes from the brain and hand of 
the wisest man, in my opinion, now 
serving in the general assembly.

ALL THAT SNEEZES IS NOT CRI. 


Although I hate to acknowledge it. 
for | know some dumbbells will not 
understand and I fear even some of 
the “scientifie’’ medical brethren may 
twist the truth into a semblance of 
support for their superstition about 
the effect of “exposure” on “resist- 
ance,” quite a share of those madden- 
ing people who stuff up and sneeze 
or snuffle or begin to run at the nose 
shortly after encountering a draft, 
dampness, a head wash, or a bit of 
breeze when they are overheated, 
haven't cri at all in the-actual sense 
of the word (the word means any 
of the common respiratory infections). 
What a lot of these very unreason- 
able and unreasoning folk really have 
is some simple low grade rhinitis or 
other chronic trouble in the mucous 
membrane lining the nasal cavities or 
the communicating cavities or sinuses. 
We can’t stop off to explain how this 
affects the victim, except to say it 
is often so mild an ailment that the | 
victim never even undergoes a med- 
ical examination and perhaps goes on 
through life coddling himself under 


sitive’ to slight exposure, and all 
that; one other point about 4 these 
victims of chronic low grade nose trou- 
bles is that it does seem they can't 
think very clearly, for if they could 
they ought to realize that the “fresh 
cold” they so readily imagine they are 
taking when some trifle environmental 
change makes the nasal trouble mani- 
fest seldom materializes. I can’t help 
blaming these birds with the easy 
running beaks for much of the popu- 
lar delusion of “taking cold” and for 
a good many of the worthless and 
dangerous .remedies that purport to 
“break up” that nonentity. 

I told here recently about some im- 
portant observations made by Dr. | 
Stearns S. Bullen in a study of 235) 
eases of asthma in children, One of | 
Dr. Bullen’s observations suggests an- | 
other not uncommon condition that 
resembles cri, but is not. Parents of 
asthmatie children often say and be- 
lieve that the asthmatic attacks oc. | 
cur only when the child “catches cold.” 
Dr. Bullen finds that these so-called | 
“colds” almost invariably represent | 
an upper respiratory tract manifes- 
tation of hypersensitiveness (that is. 
idiosynerasy to the particular food 
or foreign protein that may be caus- 
ing the asthma). 

A medical friend of mine thorough- 
ly believes in “taking cold” in spite 
of all I can say. His wife has suf- 
fered for several years from asthma. 
Recently she has found relief—after a 
series-of skin tests a physician found 
she was sensitive to dog hair; the dog 
was disposed of, and the patient given 
a series of gradually increasing home- 
opathic doses of dog hair extract. This 
has given complete relief over a period 
of several months, and yet the patient; 
and her physician husband still cher- 
ish a faney that the asthmatic attacks 
were brought on by “taking cold,” be-

Gas Tax Assailed. 

The gasoline tax act was attacked 
Ae unconstitutional by the oil com- 
pany on the following grounds: That 
the general assembivy has no powe 
to levy a tax for the several coun- 
ties, that there is no provision in the 
title of the act for the half-cent tax 
for the school equalization fund, that 
the words “motor fuels’ in. the 
and the “gas tax” referred to in 
equalization fund provision relate to 
different subject matters, that the act 
levies a Jump sum for purposes for 
which there nre neo provisions 
the constitution and therefore the en- 
tire levy is null and void, that the 
legislature has no authority to 
an act providing both for a tax and 
division of the tax in one act. 

The petition alleges that the gaso- 
line tax is not an occupation tax, but 
is A property tax, and charges that it 
violates the 14th article, first section 
of the federal constitution, in that it 
imposes an additional burden on users 
of gasoline, and is not uniform on the 
same class of subjects.

WAR PACT DELARED — SHOUSE RAPS SMOOT. 
GES PEACE MOVE 


FOR TARIFF CHARGES 


Senate Committee Chairman 
Says Hoover Has Hands 
Off Policy Now. 


Washington, July 25.—()—Chair- 
man Smoot, of the senate finance com- 
mittee, said today that President Hoo- 
ver is keeping his hands off of the 
tariff bill as some of the more im- 
portant of the house rates undergo 
revision. 

The senator asserted that in going 
over the house measure, the republic- 
‘ans of the committee are acting in- 
| dependently except for the formula 
laid down by Mr. Hoover in his mes- 
sage to congress. 

Meanwhile from Chairman Jouett 
of the democratic national 
committee, came a reply to Senator 
Smoot’s attack yesterday on oppoe- 
nents of the tariff revisions proposed. 

“It may be observed,” said Mr. 
Shouse, “that the only retorts to the 
extortionate tariff schedules now be- 
ing cooked up by the republican mem- 
bers of thé senate finance committee 
in secret session, are declarations that 
we democrats are ‘engaged in a de- 
liberate campaign of misrepresenta- 
tion.’ ”’ 

The finance committee members 
closely guarded the results of their 
day’s work although it ineluded ac- 
tion on two .of the most con- 
troversial commodities in the tariff 
measure—bricks and cement.

Opera- 
tions were on a reduced scale, with 
less than 3,500,000 shares changing 
hands. 

Call money mounted to 10 per cent. 
after renewing at 8, and after the close 
of the market, the weekly federal re- 
serve brokerage loan statement showed 
an increase, carrying the total to a 
new high record at $5,908,000,000, a 
surprisingly large upturn, in view of 
the intermittent liquidation during the 
past week. 

Calling of loans was negligible to- 
day, but yesterday's withdrawals of 
$40,000,000 left a tight situation that 
failed to find relief. ‘The federal re- 
serve statement disclosed that the New 
York banks had put $57,000,000 into 
the market during the week, ended 
Wednesday, and had reduced their re- 
serve borrowings by only $20,000,000 
to $305,000,000., tanks were said te 
be reluctant to aid the market with 
more funds, before further reduction 
of reserve borrowings. Another fac- 
tor making for tight money was said 
to be the taking up of rights to $100.- 
000.000 of new Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany stock Monday, the full effect of 
which probably was not felt until to- 
day. 

Bankers saw little prospect of bet- 
ter credit conditions unless the fed- 
eral reserve resumes open market pur- 
chases of aceeptances and government 
securities. The reserve’ statements. 
howver, showed no definite move thus 


far in that direction. There was a 


slight increase in the system’s accept- 
ance holdings, which was more than 
offset by a drop in government securi- 
ties. Rediscounting was reduced about 
$20,000,000. 

The outstanding development in the 
day's business news did not appear 
until after the close of the market, 
when Bethlehem Steel placed its stock 
on a $6 annual dividend basis, against 
$4 previously, and announced record 
peacetime earnings for the second 
quarter equal to $5.33 per share, as 
compared to $1.57 on a lesser number 
of shares in the same quarter of last 
vear. President Grace was highly op- 
timistic over business prospects for the 
rest of the year, several other large 
corporations reported excellent second 
quarter earnings. 

American Telephone continued a 
market leader, advancing 10 points 
to a new peak at 267. Allis Chalm- 
ers more than recouped its recent 
losses, mounting more than 8 points 
to a new top at 284 1-2. A few of 
the utilities resumed their advance, 
North American climbing about §8& 
points to a record price. 

A few specialties reached new high 
ground, notably Hershey Chocolate, 
Remington Rand and Chicago Pnen- 
matic ‘Tool. Shorts in radio were 
again put to flight as the stock was 
sent up more than 6 points above 90. 
Motors shares advanced moderately. 
and oils turned firm. Bethlehem Steel 
sold up nearly 3 points, close te its 
high, in anticipation of the dividend 
action, but lost most of its gain in 
protit-taking. 

Heavy realizing came into the rails, 
such issues as Atchison, Union Pacifie. 
Nickel Plate, Missouri Pacifie and 
Rock Island losing 2 to 4 points. In- 
gersoll Rand and National Lead lost 
» points and International Business 
Machines 9. m 

Foreign exchanges eased somewhat 
with sterling cables sagging 1-8 of a 
cent to $4.85 3-16 in response to the 
Bank of England’s weekly statement, 
showing huge gold losses. 

Commodities were generafly strong, 
wheat closing nearly 5 cents a bushel 
higher in response to further reduc- 
tions of Canadian estimates, and corn 
2 cents and more higher. Cotton closed 
slightly higher on bullish weather.

Washington, July 25.—(By Staff 
Correspondent.)—Judgment in the 
sum of $1,381,447 was rendered 
against J. L. Philips, of Thomasville, 
Ga., former republicam patronage ar- 
biter of the state, in an opinion an- 
nounced today by the District of Co- 
lumbia supreme court in a suit filed 
by the federal government involving 
contracts for the sale of surplus goy- 
ernment-owned lumber after the war. 

The judgment, rendered by Justice 
Jennings Baily, earries interest from 
the time the original action was in- 
itiated on March 5, 1923, which will 
run the total to approximately $1,500,- 
OOO, it is estimated. 


Attorneys for the Georgia capitalist 
immediately filed notice of appeal to 


the United States circuit court of ap- 
peals. The case will ultimately have to 
be passed upon by the United States 
supreme court, it is said. 

At the time suit was filed against 
Mr. Philips he was federal patronage 
arbiter for Georgia, having been se- 
lected for this post during. the early 
days of the Harding administration. 
His friends charged at the time that 
the suit wag,the result of animosities 
growing out of his political activities. 

Today’s judgment also named other
